Beans  belong  to  that  tender  class  of  vegetables  and 
the  seed  cannot  be  sown  until  the  weather  is  quite 
warm.  A  warm,  well  drained  sandy  soil  is  best.. 
Beans  are  a  most  delicious  vegetable  but  should  be 
picked  before  the  pods  have  reached  their  full  size. 
Plant  the  seed  in  rows  not  less  than  1  8  inches  apart 
and  cover  with  two  inches  of  dirt.

We  do  not  believe  that  any  community  in  the  Sourh  or  the  Southwest  produces  as  many  commercial  Sweet 
Peas  as  the  El  Paso  Valley.  We  would  say  that  at  least  fifteen  acres  are  devoted  to  this  one  flower  in  our  valley. 
It  is  one  of  the  favorite  flowers  of  the  Mexican  people.  One  can  drive  East  in  our  valley  to  Ysleta  and  see  hundreds 
of  stands  offering  beautiful  Sweet  Peas  in  every  imaginable  color.  All  of  our  Peas  are  sown  in  October,  November, 
and  December. 

In  order  to  produce  Sweet  Peas  with  long  stems,  it  is  necessary  to  exercise  special  care  in  preparing  the  seed 
bed.  Sweet  Peas  do  not  do  well  in  Sandy  soil.  They  prefer  a  soil  thoroughly  enriched  with  manure.  Our  |)ractics 
is  to  plant  a  double  row,  12  inches  apart.  We  fill  the  Irrigation  furrow  a  foot  deep  with  manure  and  dig  this  well 
into  the  soil.  After  the  Sweet  Peas  come  up  we  sprinkle  the  ridge  with  a  little  lime  and  some  of  the  best  growers 
re-fertilize  the  plants  in  January  with  a  mixture  of  Meat  Meal  and  Bone  Meal.  One  must  have  lots  of  plant  food  in 
the  soil  to  grow  long  stemmed  Sweet  Peas.  The  vines  should  be  trained  on  a  trellis  of  some  kind  and  the  blossoms 
should  always  be  cut  instead  of  pulled.  The  vines  should  receive  an  ample  supply  of  water  during  the  flowering 
season. 


There  are  various  other  ways  that  Sweet 
Peas  may  be  planted.  The  essential  thing  is 
to  plant  Sweet  Peas  in  a  soil  that  will  retain 
moisture  and  which  has  been  heavily  manured

The  Zinnia  feeds  very  close  to  the  surface.  The  soil  should  therefore  be  fairly  rich  and  rather  heavy  and 
retentive  of  moisture.  Do  not  allow  your  Zinnia  beds  to  get  dry.

.  The  spacing  of  a  Zinnia  is  a  very  important 
thing.  The  Zinnia  is  growm  commercially  in  our 
valley  in  the  heavy  adobe  soil  and  in  such  soil 
the  seed  can  be  sowui  quite  close.  We  w'ould 
say.  however,  that  in  the  average  garden  soil 
it  W'ould  be  much  better  to  space  the  plants  at 
least  14  inches  apart.  This  method  we  use  in 
the  City  Parks  of  El  Paso.
